A Critica] Division. 

The Parliamentary crisis which de 
veloped so quickly at the end of last week 
has been settled in a most satisfactory 
The Corn Productien Bill was intro- 
duced to meet a national emergency— 
namely, to secure the country s food supply 
by rescuing British agriculture from 
Fihe plight to which the late Govern- 
ment had reduced it. The Bill guarantees 
minvmum prices to the farmer and a 
minimum wage of 25s. a week to the 
labourer. The Government regards the 
passage of the Bill in tha present session 
as a matter of vital importance, but a con- 
siderable number of Liberal members in 
the House of Commons obstructed it so 
consistently that the situation became 
really serious. Matters were brought to 
a head last Thursday by Mr. Wardle's 
amendment which proposed to increase the 
labeurer’s minimum wage from 25s. to 30s. 
a week. The adoptjon of this suggestion 
would have wrecked the symmetry of the 
Bill, The division was postponed till yes- 
terday, and the Government decided to 
make the voting on the amendment a 
question of confidence. It issued a most 
urgent whip for yesterday's division, and 
when the debate on the amendment was 
resumed Mr. Prothero informed the House 
that the Government would stand or fall 
by the result. He had no difficulty in 
showing that the adoption of the amend- 
ment would kill the Bill, and, with it, the 
scheme of food production which is one 
of our most important weapons in the 
war. To these who complained that 
25s. was an inadequate wage for labour 
Mr. Prothero pointed out that the Bill 
made it not a mazimum, but a minemum, 
wage, and that the wages boards could in- 
crease it in accordance with local condi- 
tions. He exposed the persistent critics 
in their true character—as deliberate 
wreckers of a measure which is vital to 
the prosecution of the war. The Govern- 
ment’s firm stand and Mr. Prothero's un- 
answerable arguments carried the day. Mr. 
Wardle’s amendment was defeated by the 
large majority of 199 votes in a House of 
403 members. 

We are very glad that the Government 
took its fate in its hands. Yesterday's 
voting has cleared the air, and has taught 
a very necessary lesson to certain mem-

i single object—the vigorous prosecution of 


the war. It was carried to power on a 
wave of popular discontent with the weak, 
muddling, and yacillating policy of its im- 
mediate predecessor in office. It has made 
mistakes ; in some respects it has disap- 
pointed popular expectation; but, by 
common consent, it has been, and is, an 
enormous improvement on the Government 
which it displaced. It has addressed itself 
firmly, and with much success, to the 
problems of man-power, of the German 
submarine menace, of industrial unrest, 
and, above all, of the production of muni- 
tions and food. From the outset, how- 
ever, some of the ousted Ministers—Mr. 
Asquith was a conspicuous and honourable 
exception—refused to accept the situation 
which their own failure had created. They 
refused either to eliminate themselves or 
to be loyal helpers of the Government. 
They could net forget the party man in 
the patriot. Although the whole world of 
their ancient theories and prejudices had 
tumbled f&ibout their ears, they still 
thought and argued in terms of Free Trade 
and of the sanctity of those personal liber- 
ties “which the country had decided to 
suspend for the sake of the permanent 


liberty of mankind. These men quarrelled 


with the Government, not because it was 
not an efficient Government, but because 
they disliked its leader. They have been 
a drag on the work of Parliament; their 
criticism has been always destructive and 
never constructive; they have seemed more 
anxious to injure the Government than to 
win the war. The Government has been 
very patient with them, and we are glad 
that they had the folly to offer it this 
direct and flagrant challenge. Speaking 
for the Labour Party yesterday, Mr. J. H. 
Thomas said that, whilg he approved of 
Mr. Wardle’s amendment, he had no 
desire to precipitate a general election 
which must be fought on a confusion of 
many issues and must injure our prospects 
of vietory. The little group of Liberal 
ex-Ministers professed no such qualms. 
They stand revealed to-day as a minority 
which, though it seems to have the will, 
has no real power, to obstruct the pro- 
secution of the war. By showing their 
hand too plainly they have succeeded only 
in confirming the Government in the con- 
fidence of the country. 

We have said that the Government has 
made mistakes: it will make fewer mis- 
takes in future if it takes the lesson. of 
yesterday's division to heart. It carried 
the House of Commons yesterday because 
it put the prosecution of the war before 
every other object, and to-day its action 
will be applauded Ly the whole nation. 
The nation is puzzled and depressed only 
when the Government appears to be giving 
time and thought to some other issue 
than the defeat of Germany. It was 
puzzled when the Cabinet allowed Parlia- 
ment to turn from the needs of to-morrow 
to the blunders of yesterday in its heated 
debates on the Mesopotamia Report, and 
when, in Viseount Hardinges case, it 
allowed Mr. Balfour's will to over-rule the 
popular instinct. The nation has been 
much puzzled by some recent appoint- 
ments to the Ministry. Sir Edward Car- 
son is a tried and brilliant servant of the 
State. His presence in the War Cabinet is 
an acknowledged addition to its efficiency, 
and is so regarded by the whole country.

Ministry of Munitions. It is bound to 
a variety of motives—personal 
friendship, party claims, political ex- 
pediency—which are not reconcilable with 
a single-hearted devotion to the winning 
of the war. Such mistakes impair the 
Government’s prestige, and, therefore, its 
quality as an instrument of victory. They

| Government's critics to new activities in 


Parliament and in the country. Mr. 
Lloyd George ought to know by this time 
that, led by a Government in which it has 
perfect faith, whose thought and energy 
are directed to the defeat of Germany, ana 
to that alone, the people will be ready to 
bear any burden and to make any sacri- 
fice. The Government comes out of yes- 
terday’s crisis with new strength and a 
new mandate from the representatives of 
the nation. We can all take heart from 
this happy contrast with the political 
situation at Berlin. 


Pa 
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Denmark’s Difficulty. 

The state of agriculture in Denmark at 
this moment will repay the attention of 
Irish farmers. It provides them at once 
with an opportunity and a warning. Be- 
fore the war Denmark was one of Ire- 
land's most formidable competitors in 
agricultural production. She was also a 
country whose methods of scientific farm- 
ing we were frequently exhorted to emu- 
late. Denmark's experience in the war pro- 
mises materially to reduce her competition 
with ourselves, and it seems to show that, 
while the advice that we should follow 
her example was to a great extent sound, 
there were defects in her agricultural 
policy of which. we must beware. A 
Reuter’s telegram fram Copenhagen an- 
nounces that a state of panic exists in the 
Danish farming community. Cattle are 
being rushed for sale in such numbers 
that it is impossible to find buyers in the 
provincial markets fer more than a third 
of the head of stock offered. The killing 
of pigs has been carried to a point which 
promises to ruin the pig industry for some 
time to come. The slaughter-houses, it is 
expected, will next be used for killing 
cattle. A joint meeting of the directors 
of the co-operative pig-slaughtering com- 
panies is to be held in Copenhagen to dis- 
cuss the question of slaughtering thou- 
sands of cattle all ofer the country. The 
price of meat at the last Copenhagen 
market dropped to about fivepence per 
pound. An additional loss to Danish 


farming is involved in the fact that the 


industry has enormous sums of money 
invested in modern machinery and 
modern warehouses, which are necessary 
for large-scale scientific farming, but are 
of no use in the old-fashioned methods to 
which the country seems to be reverting. 
Contributory causes of this situation are 
the long drought and the Government's 
measures of expropriation of the 1917 
harvest. The prime cause, however, is 
apparently the Danish industry’s exces- 
sive dependence on imported fodder, the 
supply of which has been completely dis- 
located by the war. The experience of 
war has thus revealed the weakness of 
the Danish method. Its scientific prin- 
ciples are sound, but in their application 
they are vitiated by two defects. The in- 
dustry is too highly specialised—it has 
concentrated almost exclusively on dairy 
and pig-farming; and its economic basis 


is unhealthy, for itdepends unduly on im- | 


ports. The moral of Denmark's failure is 
that a healthy agricultural industry must 
achieve a nice organic balance built upon 
the principle of a self-contained and selif- 
sufficient économy. 
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Our New Ally. 


Siam has declared that a state of war 
exists between that country and Ger- 
many and Austria. The inspiration of 
this decision is highly estimable. Its ob- 
ject is ‘‘to uphold the sanctity of inter- 
national rights against nations showing 
contempt for the principles of humanity 
and the rights of small nations.” The 
King of Siam is an absolute monarch— 
although there is a nominal Council—and 
has always had sympathy with the 
Entente, especially Britain, where he was 
etlucated. He had a private tutor, a Uni- 
versity man, who was persona grata with 
the then Crown Prince, and with several 
younger brothers who followed the heir to 
England. For a time they lived at Tap- 
low Court, Lord Desborough’s residence 
near Maidenhead. Our Ally’s King went 
to Oxford for two years, having pre 
viously had some military experience 
at Sandhurst, and with the Durham 
Light Infantry. Those who met him 
familiarly thought him an “awfully 
decent chap”—which phrase, perhaps, is 
more eloquent than the praise of 
biographers, and certainly than that of 
courtiers. Siam has a small army and an 
odd collection of: gun-boats. The re- 
sources of the country, however, are con- 
siderable, and hitherto more than 80 per 
cent. of the exports have come to the 
British Empire. ‘Siam was once a 
bone of contention between Great Britain 
and France, but by small conces- 
sions she brought the two Powers 
together. It will be remembered that 


annexing any territory in their respective 
spheres of influence, and afterwards the 
“neutral zone” was created which con- 
solidated Siam as a buffer State between 
British Burma and French Indo-China. 
The alienation of Siamese sympathies is 
another blow for German commerce after 
the war, for great hopes were entertained 
of the development of the trade and pro- 
duction of the country under German 
auspices.

PROPOSED ASSOCIATION OF 
VETERANS,

Lieutenant-Colonel Sir John Norton-Griffiths, 
K.C.B., suggests in a letter to us the for- 
mation. of an association by which men of all 
ranks who have served in the war may be able 
to keep in touch with one another after the war 
has been fought to a finish. Ties of affection 
and comradeship have grown up among men 
who have spent long months in the trenches, 
and all are desirous that that spirit of comrade- 
ship should be cemented for their mutual ad- 
vantage and protection in the future. The idea 
is to establish a soldiers’ assogiation throughout 
the country and the Dominions, the motto o 
which might be ‘ United we stand,” and the 
assoeiation might be known as the “ Veterans 
of the Grand Army.”

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BREAD PRICE REDUCTION. 


—— 

The Food Controller has announced that he 
has decided to standardise at an early date the 
price of flour in such a manner as to enable 
bread to be sold under normal circumstances at 
9d. per quartern loaf, and be expects to make 
a fuller statement on the matter during the 
week. Questioned on the matter, a prominent 
Dublin baker said that the only way of reduc- 
ing the price of the loaf was to charge the loss 
to taxpayers generally, —a& course which the 
Prime Minister hinted that he might find it 
necessary to take. There was no other method, 
said the baker, for it was now impossible to sell 
the 41b. loaf at less than 1s. with the —_— 
price of flour. He believed that the Govern- 
ment made no profit by selling flour at that 
price, and the price of American wheat was 
still rising. As to the possibility of obtaining bet- 
ter quality of bread at a higher price than 9a. 
our informant said that would be impossible 
if the Ministry of Food insisted on their rules 
being carried out, for one quality of flour only 
was supposed to be used in the manufacture .of 
bread now, and that was 81 p-c. of the grain, 
with additions of other cereals between speck 
fied limits. Some bakers were carrying out in- 
structions to the letter, others were not. 

In Dublin at present the usual price of bread 
is Is. the 4ib. loaf, but one large bakery com- 
pany is selling lib, loaves of a superior quality 
at 4d. each. The price of those loaves was 
raised from 33d. a week ago yesterday. Such 
an anomaly, which has existed for some months 
past, shows the need of a local Food Controller, 
if the orders of the Ministry of Food are not to 
be shamelessly ignored.

Owing to the issue of the Government's

urgent whip, with its suggestions of im- 
pending crisis, the Honse of Commons 
met to-day in an excited mood. Ques 
‘tions, however, passed without much 
animation until a series was reached re- 
lating to persons of enemy origin still at 
large in this country. Members heard 
with surprise that a naturalised German 
is allowed to occupy a cottage close to an 
aerodrome; that a young fellow of Ger- 
man parentage, who has claimed exerfp- 
tion from military service on the ground 
that he could not fight against his own 
flesh and blood, still occupies a post in 
the Central Telegraph Office; and that 
another is employed in the Chatham 
Dockyard drawing-offices. Judging by 
the storm aroused by the replies of the 
various Ministers concerned, there is a 
general feeling that persons of this de- 


may be vouched for, should not be em- 
ployed in responsible positions. 

Mr. Hogge and his friends resisted the 
suspension of the eleven o’clock rule. If 
their object was to find out whether the 
Government supporters were present in 
force it was amply achieved, for the 
motion was carried by 199 to 28. Some 
capital speeches marked the resumption 
of the debate on the Corn Production 
Bill. Sir Courtenay Warner, thoygh 
strongly in favour of a higher minimum 
for the agricultural labourer than 25s., 
was not prepared to risk the Bill in order 
to secure it. Mr. Noel Buxton, however, 
pointed out the inadequacy of that sum 
at present prices of food, and urged the 
Government to increase it. Major Wood 
doubted whether any fixed figure could 
be. really satisfactory owing to the diver- 
sity of local conditions, and threw out 
the interesting suggestion that the State 
should give a special allowance to the 
agricultural labourer according to the 
number of his children, just as it does to 
the soldier. More, I fancy, will be heard 
of this. The endowment of childhood ,by 
the State and in the interests of the State 
is an idea that is gaining ground very 
rapidly. 

The discussion on the Corn Production 
Bill was continued until nearly eight 
o'clock, when Mr. Bonar Law moved the 
closure. The House was evidently 
anxious to come to a decision, and a divi- 
sion was not challenged. Then the 
amendment was put, ‘ial the crisis was 
safely over, the Government finding them- 
selves in a majority of 199. 102 members 
were for the amendment and 301 against 
it. 

Mr. Arthur Henderson, who has been 
in Petrograd for many weeks, is expected 
home very shortly. His experiences in 
Russia should prove of the greatest value 
to the Government in the present most 
serious position, The egregious Mr. 
Outhwaite asked to-day whether Mr. 
Henderson had protested on behalf of 
British capitalists against the demands of 
Russian working-men, and was apparently 
surprised to find that Lord Robert Cecil 
knew nothing of any such protest. : 

The situation in Russia seems to be 
going from to worse, and, if it were 
not that M. Kerensky is at the head of 
affairs, little could be hoped for. If the 
Russian retreat continues much longer a 
débacle will occur, and Germany will be 
able to snatch a victory on the eastern 
front that fighting would never have given 
her. It may be that the Russian people 
will grasp the danger threatening them 
before it is too late. With Germany 
triumphant in Russia, her freedom would 
soon be gone, while. the Allies would be 
betrayed and endangered. _In the circum- 
stances it- is, perhaps, a Bood thing that 
four delegates of the Russian Council of 
Workmen's and Soldiers’ Delegates are to 
arrive in London during the next few 
days. They will be able to undeceive the 
Russian ‘people as to what is being done 
here to win the war, for it is reported 
that the Germans have spread the rumour 
in the Russian armies that Great Britain 
is sitting still and letting others do her 
fighting. 

The United States have lost no time in 
proclaiming to the world the steps and 
measures they mean to take to ensure 
victory. We know how many men and 
aeroplanes they will have, and how many 
millions they can spend or lend. In fact, 
their preparations have been extremely 
well advertised, so that no mistake on the 
part of enemies or friends is justifiable. 
We, on the other hand, have not done all 
that should have been done to let our 
Allies know how immense are our efforts. 
In Russia and Italy, and even in France, 
the truth is still unknown. France 
realises better than any other Power what 
we have done and are doing, but in other 
Allied countries doubts are still ex. 
pressed. With the prospect that we shall 
soon be bearing the main burden of the 
war, it is time that German plotters 
should not be able to say unchecked that 
Great Britain is not taking her part. 

I understand that Mr. Ronald McNeill 
has been appointed Parliamentary Pri- 
vate Secretary to Sir Edward Carson in 
his new capacity of member of the War 
Cabinet. 

The question is discussed in the Lobby 
how far the Irish Convention is likely to 
be unanimous in selecting Mr. Duke as 
permanent Chairman. It is understood 
that the majority of the Nationalists, at 
any rate, would be quite ready to welcome 
him. The Ulster Unionists would raise 
no objection provided—an important con- 
sideration—that he resigned the Chief 
Secretaryship on taking up the chairman- 
ship. ‘Their contention is that the two 
offices are inconsistent, to say nothing of 
the inconvenience to the service of the 
State. 

It was originally proposed that Mr: 
Hugh Barrie (North Londonderry) should 
be hon. secretary of the Ulster group 
attending the Convention. There is now 
reason to believe, however, that Mr. 
Barrie will become chairman of: the group 
(which numbers over twenty), and that 
the Marquis of Londonderry will under- 
take the hon. seeretaryship. Mr, Hugh 
Barrie, by the way, has heard from his 
son, who was recently made prisoner by 
the Germans. His machine was shot 
down behind the enemy’s line, and was 
almost completely smashed, but Mr. 
Barrie, though stunned by the shock, was 
physically uninjured. 

Lord Rhondda may be able to make an 
interesting statement in the House of 
Lords on Thursday in reply to a question 
by Lord Sydenham. The question will ask 
what measures the Government have in 
view for dealing with food supplies. This 
may enable Lord Rhondda to state what 
he means to do regarding bread and meat, 
and, incidentally, “ profiteers.” «As regards 
meat, Mr. Clynes announced to-day that 
under the forthcoming scheme mazimum 
prices would be fixed; all salesmen, 
whether American or others, would be 
brought under control; and every effort 
would be made to eliminate unnecessary 
intermediaries. 

Rumour says that the Government is 
softening on the question of Premium 
Bonds, and that an issue may be expected 
very shortly. Such a course may well be 
in contemplation prior to the issue of a 
new War mn. A great many millions 
might be netted by Chancellor of the 
Exchequer by ‘a carefully thought-out 
scheme, |

Convention, and if there was good ground for 
believing that these proposals met with the 
support of the Irish people, His Majesty's 
Government would do their best to give legis- 
lative sanction to the scheme. 

The Convention is a sincere effort to see if 
Irishinen in Ireland can agree on a settlement 
which will make for better relations between 
the different parties in Ireland, and happier re- 
lations between Ireland and Great Britain. 
With the object in view I know that you are 
in full sympathy, and I most earnestly hope 
that you will respond to this appeal—an appeal 
which, I understand, has come also from many 
other yuarters—to give your help towards 
securing the success of the Convention.—Ever 
sincerely, D. Liorp GEORGE.

Dear Mr. Liorp Groxgz,—You do not ex- 
aggerate in saying I am “in full sympathy 
with any sincere effort to bring Imshmen | 
gether for a settlement of their differences with 
each other and with England. The story of the 
past fifteen years ought to make any protesta- 
tion on that subject unnecessary on my part. 
The trouble is that the type of Convention 
selected’ by you defeats that object with fatal 
certainty € leaving the great mass of Irish 
Nationalist opinion all ut wholly ae 
sented, and by conferring the power a 
majority upon a party of politicans, who have 
notoriously lost the confidence of the Irsn 
people—a party, moreover, whose de fade 
leaders have devoted all their energies for years 
to making the conciliation of our Northern 
fellow-countrymen im ible. 

I offered to waive that objection if the Go 
vernment—or even if the Irish Parliamentary 
Party, who are the nominators of the majority 
of the Convention—unequivocally announced 
that there would be no attempt to renew their 
agreement of last year for the separation of 
six Irish counties from the general body of our 
nation. There has been no such declaration up 
to this moment. On the contrary, the plan 
whieh has been circulated very generally on 
high authority as that of the majority con- 
templates the partition of our country not 


lands, under a flimsy disguise. 

Nevertheless—especially after the warning 
thundered into the ears of the partitionista in 
East Clare—you must be aware that I offered 
“either to go into the Convention myself, or work 
for its success, publicly and privately, with all‘ 
my might,” in the hope that good might still 
come of it, if it was agreed that any decision 
the Convention might come to must be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the Irish people . by 
referendum.

Not only was his excessively mild remonstrance 
as to the unrepresentative (and consequently 
entirely futile) character of the Convention re- 
sented, but the country has learned with stupe- 
faction that the Government—up to a few days 
ago, at all evente—has actually withheld any 1n- 
vitation to the Convention from the great Irish- 
man to whom Ireland (and England) are more 
indebted than to any other living man for the 
glorious termination of the Irish agrarian war, 
and whose example as Chairman of the 
Conference supplied you with the model which 
would have saved you from all your anxieties 
in connection with the constitution of your 
“Trish Convention,”’ 

The Irish people may be pardoned the sus- 
picion that Lord Dunraven's exclusion from the 
Convention is due to the party who have waged 
a savage personal war upon him gince the Land 
Conference for the very reason that he em- 
bodied better than any other Irishman tho 
spirit of conciliation between races and creeds 
to which that party are now ready enough to 
render a lip-homage, but which they have spent 
many wicked years in obstructing. The scandal 
is thrown into a still worse light 4 the nomina- 
tion, as delegate from a bogue body, of a 
notorious member of the Irish Forlinmentery 
Party, as to whose character as an enemy of 
conciliation among Irishmen, the journals of 
the House of Commons bear an indelible record. 

To crown all this tragedy of blunders, an 
Order in Council—doubtless, without our 
privity, but under the sanction of your fame 
as a democrat—is now published, making it a

I am quite sure you will find that, while the 
arbitrary nomination of a hundred peacemakers 
in a distracted country was from the start a 
chimerieal and impossible task, there would be

NINE ENEMY RAIDERS 
BROUGHT DOWN. 


HEAVY FIGHTING ON 
FRENCH FRONT. 

Raids carried out by our troops against enemy 
positions at Avion have been very success: 
ful. Our men penetrated the enemy's 
line on a front of 600 yards to a depth 
of half that distance, took 50 prisoners, 
and greatly damaged the enemy's 
defences. ; 

The work of the airmen was good during yes- 
terday. Sir Douglas Haig’s despatch 
mentions that on the return journey of 
the German squadron which attacked 
Harwich on Saturday nine German 
machines were brought down, and four 
others driven down out of control. 

On the French front the fighting continued on 
the plateau before Craonne to the Case- 
mates, The enemy’s efiorts were ex: 
tremeiy violent, and resulied in the pene- 
tration of the French line. The same 
region was yesterday under continuous 
bombardment, but no inianiry action 
took place.

A successful operation was carried out by us 
last night south of Avion. Our troops reached 
@heir ovjectives with little loss, and captured 
a number of prisoners, of whom filty-one have 
elready been brought in.

Further information concerning the raid 


carried out by our troops early this morning 
south of Avion shows that the enemy's posi- 
tions were penetrated on a front of 600 yards 
to a depth of 300 yards, and that in addition to 
over 50 prisoners captured by us heavy casual- 
ties were inflicted on the enemy, and much 
damage was done to his defences. 

We ‘also. carried out a successful raid this 
morning against a farm strongly held by the 
enemy east of Oostaverne and secured prisoners. 
An attack made by the enemy early this morn- 
ing upon one of our posts north-west of Cherisy 
was repulsed. 

To-day there was great aerial activity on both 


sides, and fighting took place continuously 
from dawn to dark. 
Visibility was excellent. Much successful 


work was accomplished by our aeroplanes in co- 
operation with our artillery. Over three tons 
of bombs were dropped by us on the enemy's 
aerodromes, ammunition dumps, and railway 
sidings, and good resulis were observed. 

Nine German machines were brought down 
in the sea when endeavouring to return from 
England, and four other enemy aeroplanes were 
breught down out.of contro! 

In addition one enemy machine was shot 
down out of control by our anti-aircraft guns, 
and one hostile observation balloon was brought 
down in flames: Nine of our aeroplanes are 
mirsing. 


FRENCH OFFICIAL.

NEED OF FUNDS. 


In the report of the Intermediate Education 
Board for Ireland, for 1916, issued yesterday 
as a Parliamentary White Paper, reference 18 
made to the need i 


for entire reconstruction of 
the educational system in England, and the 
Commissioners state that such a reconstruction 
is even more urgently necessary in connection 
with Irish education. They urge most strongly 
that steps should at once be taken to remodel 
e system, with a view to removing the defects 
which the experience of nearly forty years has 
shown to be inherent in the rigid hmitations 
imposed on the Board by Acts of Parliament 
regulating their powers. Under the Interme- 
diate Education (Ireland) Act, 1878, the grants 
to schools were made to depend entirely on the 
success or failure of individual students at 
public examinations, irrespective of the merits 
or demerits of the school. For more than 
twenty years the Board has been convinced of 
the evils produced by such a system, which, they 
say, is unfair to the schools and the pupils. 
The examination system further makes for un- 
due rigidity, and the individual school is not 
allowed to develop on its own lines. After set- 
ting forth certain other defects, the Commis- 
sioners suggest, as a remedy, the abolition of 
the restriction: which makes.jhe school grant en- 
tirely dependent on examinations, and the adop- 
tion of a system whereby examination and in- 
spection should each have a; share in determin- 
ing the grant. They suggest that the condi- 
ta to be fulfilled by the schools should in- 
cinae “—s 

1. That the Board should be satisfied as to 
the efficiency of the school. 

2. That a reasonable proportion of the pupils 
should pass the certificate examinations. 

3, That the teachers should possess qualifi- 
cations to be approved by the Board. 

The Commissioners state that the need for ‘in- 
creased funds is as obvious and urgent as that 
In fact, it 
would be impossible to carry out any reform, 
such as that outlined, without a large increase 
of the amount of money devoted to Irish 
secondary education. In the opinion of the 
Board, there is no question that Ireland is en- 
titled to large grants from the Treasury for 
the purposes of secondary education. If the 
funds suggested were granted immediately, the 
total income at the hasal of the secondary 
education authority in Ireland would be miser- 
ably small when compared with the sums de- 
voted to. similar objects in Great Britain. 


INSPECTOR MILLS’ DEATIL 


THE ACCUSED COACHMAN IN COURT. 


Joseph Harmon, the coachman who is charged 
with the murder of Inspector John Mills, again ap- 
peared before Mr. Swifte yesterday in the Dublin 
Police Court. The crime, it will be remembered, 
was committed on the evening of Sunday, the 10th 
of June, as the police were bringing to Store street 
Count Plunkett and Mr. Cathal Burgess, whom they 
had arrested in Beresford place for endeavouring 
to speak fo a forbidden meeting with the purpose 
of bringing about the politieal treatment of the re- 
volutionary Sinn Feiners who were then imprisoned 
in Kngland. IHlarmon's age is 26 years. lLils ad- 
dress was 535 Queen street. 

Dr. Wynne, Chief Crown Solicitor, now said that 
on the 10th of June, in the: public streets. of 
Dublin, about 7.30, in the broad daylight of a 
summer's evening, Mr. John Mills, Inspector of 
the Dublin Metropolitan Police, was cruelly mur- 
dered in the presence of many hundreds of per- 
sous. He was murdered because he was discharg- 
ing his duty. It was a very croel murder, and 
one would fancy that; in a civiliged community 
these present would put vo obstacle in the way 6 
the police in bringing the wmiscreant who had 
murdered him to justice. But he was sorry to 
say that several persons of the bundreds who were 
there present obstructed the police, and, finallg, 
when one policeman arrested the murderer, rescued 
him from the policeman’s grip It ought not to 
be too much to expect that in a civilised com- 
munity decent persons who had been present im 
that crowd would give information to the police. 
But he regretted to say that, up to the present, 
only one civilian who had seen this foul murder 
committed had had the decency to come forward 
and give his statement to the authorities. How 
ever, his etatement was of a most convincing 
eharacter. He knew the defendant well, knew him 
by name, had often spoken to him; he saw him in 
the crowd that evening; he saw him proceed from 
the position in which he was, and = with 
a hurley do poor Inspector Mills to death.

AMERICA AND U BOATS. 

During the past fow days, says the Washing- 
ten Correspondent of the Morning Pest, the 
early feeling of buoyancy and conviction that 
American inventive genius would be able to de- 
vise means to overcome the submarine has beea 
succeeded by a feeling of pessimism, and state- 
ments which are not justified are being made, 
to the effect that unless early means are found 
to drive the submarine from off the seas the 
war is lost. The present mood of the public 
has, doubtless, been brought abeil by certain 
facts which the newspapers have émphasised, 
and which it has dome no harm for the public 
to know. The most important is that neither 
Mr. Edison nor anyone else has yet been able 
to devise any method of indicating the presence 
of a submarine, and while the leading scientisis 
and inventors até working day and night on 
the problem, and hope for success, reliance must 
still be placed on the destroyer and .the guns 
on board merchant ships. That being the case, 
the wastage of merchant tonnage can only be 
mate good by increased construction.

SLIGO. - 


CORPORATION AND MADAME 


MARKIEVICZ. 


A large crowd assembled at the Town Hall, 
Sligo, yesterday evening, when Madame 
Markievicz received the freedom of the borough, 
and was presented with numerous addresses of 
welcome from Sinn Fein clubs throughout 
North Sligo. Sections of Sinn Feiners, under 
leaders, and armed with hurleys, did duty in 
preventing any opposing element from disturb- 
ing the proceedings. Just as the meeting was 
about to commence a -soldier rushed towards 
the platform. He was seized by several men, 
who struck him on the head with their hur- 
leys, and ejected him from the hall. It looked 
as if a serious disturbance would follow, but it 
was happily averted. During 
the Mayoress (Mrs. a i presented Madame 
Markievicz with a bouquet. | 

The Mayor, who wore his chain of office, said 
that one of the reasons why Sligo conferred the 
freedom of the borough upon the - Countess 
Markievicz was because of the part that she 
took in feeding the poor, and woviding for 
them during the great strike in ublin. (Ap- 
plause.) . 'They also honoured her because of her 
adherence to the complete independence and 
freedom of Ireland. (Applause.) 

Mr. John Shea, .the Town Clerk, read the 
address, after which Madame Markievics 1n- 
scribed her name on the roll of freemen. a 

In addressing the meeting, she said that a 
few months ago she never dreamt that such an 
occasion would be possible, and she assured 
them that it was one of the happiest days of 
her life. She thanked them from the bottom 
of her heart for conferring that great honour 
u her, a Sligo woman. It he ped to draw 
her more closely to the country and town of 
her birth. (Applause.) Continuing, she ex- 

lained the reasons why she became a rebel. 
he older she grew and the more she used her 
eyes and knocked around the houses of Con- 
naught, and afterwards of Dublin, the more 
she Yealised that nothing could help Ireland ex- 
cent by getting rid of the English. (Applaure.) 

Count Plunkett, who had a warm reception, 
said that there were two ways of helping ire- 
land. One was for all the young men to get 
drafted into the Volunteers. Ireland, unfortu- 


nately. was nominally represented by men who 


had lost thé confidence of the people of Ireland 
completely. The three last elections had demon- 
atrated that fact, but they would not rest unt! 
every coustituency in Ireland was fought in the 
name of Ireland. (Applause.) 

Mr. de Valera, on rising to speak, was re- 
ceised with loud cheers. He saic that one of 
the things that grieved him when he was enter- 
ing on the Clare campaign was thot they had to 
start a campaign of talk, They wanted an 
independent Íreland. (Applause.) 

Mr. Ginnell said that the independence cf 
Ireland could never be won by asking it as a 
favour from any other land.
